The poor fellow having neither money nor 
friends was in a moſt diſmal ſituation» He went round 
the pariſh making bitter complaints, and at laſt he came 
to a lawyerz who when he had heard the poor man's 
mournful ſtory, replied to him in this manner :—=<©* You 
have nothing to give me : if I undertake your cauſe and 
loſe it, it will bring me into very foul diſgrace, as all 
the wealth and evidence is on your brother's fide, But 
however I will undertake your cauſe upon this condi- 
tion :»=You ſhall enter into obligations to pay me a 
thouſand guineas if I gain the eſtate for you, If I loſe 
it J know the conſequence, and I venture upon it with 
my eyes open.“ Accordingly he entered an action 
againſt the youngeſt brother, and it was agreed to be 
tried at the next general aſſizes at Chelmsford in * 
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The lawyer having engaged in the cauſe of the poor 
man, and ſtimulated by the proſpect of a thouſand 
guineas, ſet his wits to work to contrive the beſt me- 
thods to gain his end. At laſt he hit upon this happy 
thought, that he would conſult the firſt of all judges, 


Lord Chief Juſtice Hale, Accordingly he flew up to 


London, and laid open the cauſe in all its circumſtances, 
The judge, who was the greateſt lover of juſtice of any 
man in the world, heard the caſe patiently and atten- 
tively, and promiſed him all the affiſtance in his power, 
(It is very probable that he opened his whole ſcheme 
and method of -proceeding, enjoining the utmoſt 
ſecrecy.) The judge contrived marters in ſuch a man- 
ner as to have finiſhed all his buſineſs at the King's- 
Bench before the aflizes begun at Chelmsford, he or- 
dered either his carriage or his horſes to convey him 
down very near the ſeat of the aſſises. He diſmiſſed 
his man and his horſes, and ſought out for a ſingle 
houſe. He found one occupied by a miller. After 
ſome converſation, and making bimſelf quite agree- 
able, he propoſed to the miller to change clothes with 
him.

miller drew up to him: —“ Honeſt friend, ſaid he, how 
is your cauſe like to go day? —“ Why, replied the 
plaintiff, my cauſe is in a very precarious fituation,

WHEN Damon was ſentenced by Dionyſus of Syra- 
cuſe to die on a certain day, he begged permiſſion in 
the interim to retire to his own country, to ſet the 
affairs of his diſconſolate family in order: This the 
tyrant intended peremptorily to refuſe, by granting it, 
as he conceived, on the impoſſible condition of his 
procuring ſome one to remain as hoſtage for his return 
under equal forfeiture of life. Pythias heard the con- 
dition, and did not wait for an application upon the 
part of Damon——he inſtantly offered himſelf as ſecurity 
tor his friend, which being accepted, Damon was im- 


mediately ſet at liberty. The king and all the courtiers 


were aſtoniſhed at this ation 3 and therefore when the 
day of execution drew near, bls majeſty had the curioſity 
to viſit Pythias in his confinement. After ſome con- 
verſation on the ſubject of friendſhip, in which the 
Tyrant delivered it as his opinion, that ſelf-intereſt was 
the ſole mever of human actions; as for virtue, friend- 
ſhip, benevolence, love of one's country, and the like, 
he looked upon them as terms invented by the wiſe to 
keep in awe and impoſe upon the weak: —My Lord, 
ſaid Pythias, with a firm voice and noble aſpect, 1 
would it were poſſible that I might ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths rather than my friend ſhould fail in any article 
of his honour, He cannot fail therein, my lord, 1 
am as confident of his virtue as I am of my own exiſt- 
ence, But I pray, I beſeech the Gods to preſerve 17 
M 2 ife 
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life and integrity of my Oamon together; 'oppoſe him 
7 winds, prevent the eagerneſs and impatience of bit 
onourable endeavouts, and ſuffer him not to arrive, till 
by my death I have redeemed a life a thouſand times of 
more conſequence, of more value, than my own; 
more eſtimable to his lovely wife, to his precious little 
innocents, to his friends, and to his country. O leave 
me not to die the worſt of deaths in my Damon." = 
Dyoniſius was awed and confounded by the dignity of 
' theſe ſentiments and by the manner in which they were 
| uttered ; he felt his heart ſtruck by a flight ſenſe of in- 
vading truth; but it ſerved rather to perplex than unde- 
ceive him. The fatal day arrived, Pythias was brought 
forth, and walked amidſt the guards with a ſerious but 
ſatisfied air to the place of execution, Dionyfius was 
already there; he was exalted on a moving throne, that 
was drawn by fix white horſes, and ſat penſive and at- 
tentive to the priſoner, ' Pythias came, he vaulted high 
on the ſcaffold, and beholding for ſome time the appa- 
'ratus of his death, he turned with a placid counte- 
nance and addreſſed the ſpeRators : © My prayers are 
heard, he cried, „“the Gods are propitious; you 
' know, my friends, that the winds have been contrary 
till yeſterday, Damon could not come; he could not 
conquer impoſſibilities; he will be here to-morrow, and 
the blood which is ſhed to-day ſhall have ranſomed the 
life of my friend. O! could I eraſe from your boſoms 
every doubt, every mean ſuſpicion of the honour. of 
the man for whom I am about to ſuffer, I ſhould 
go to my death even as I would to my bridal, Beit 
ſufficient in the mean time, that my friend will be 
found noble, that his truth is unimpeachable, that he 
will ſpeedily prove it, that he is now on his way, hur- 
ying on, accuſing himſelf, the adverſe elements, and 
| the Gods; but I haſte to prevent his ſpeed : execu- 
tioner, do your office. As he pronounced the laſt 
words, a buz began to riſe among the remoteſt of the

Pale, cold, avd half ſpeechleſs, in the arms of his Damon, 
Pythias replied in broken accents—“ Fatal haſte! cruel 
impatience ! What envious powers have wrought im- 
poſſibilities in your favour ?—But I will not be wholly | 
diſappointed—Since I cannot die to ſave, I will net 
ſurvive you!“ Dionyfius heard, beheld, and confidered 
His heart was *touched, he 
wept, and leaving his throne, he aſcended the ſcaffold, 
« Live, live ye incomparable pair!“ he cried, “ye 
have borne unqueſtionable teſfimony to the exiſtence of 
virtue; and virtue equally evinces the exiſtence of a 
God to reward it! Live happy, live renowned! and 
O form me by your precepts as ye have invited me by 
your example, to be worthy of the participation of fo
